Referenda on beer and liquor sales 
in six districts resulted In over­ 
whelming victories for the "drys" 
excepting in York Springs where 
the balloting was close on both the 
beer and liquor questions with the 
result that beer sales were legalized 
and liquor banned in that town. 
On the question of whether beer 
licenses shall be granted in York 
Springs, the unofficial count of the 
ballots showed 93 persons voting 
‘yes” and 86 “no.” 
On the liquor 
question the dry forces won by an 
almost equal margin, the vote be­ 
ing 82 “yes” and 88 "no.” 
By large m ajorities the voters of 
Menallen township and Bendersville 
prohibited sales of liquor in those 
two districts from which beer was 
barred by popular vote five years 
ago.

censes in th a t borough, while only

Bennett Naugle, as judge for the. 
day. 
Bennett had happened to 
enter the polling place w'hile his 
brother was in search of someone 
to fill the vacancy. 
T h at board 
handled only 40 ballots T u e sd a y - 
eight of them were Republican 
and 32 Democratic. 
When twfo vacancies occurred in 
the Third ward election board here 
Tuesday morning

election was held by the voters in 
the polling place at the time.

IN Christopher Morley’s fascinating story ‘“Hie Haunted Bookshop” he 
^ has a character in Mr. Mifflin, who was the proprietor of a second­ 
hand bookstore, th at is after my own heart, “Certainly," he said, "running 
a second-hand bookstore is a pretty humble calling, but I've mixed a grain 
of glory with it. in my own im agination at any rate.” 
It seems to me th a t there is “a grain of glory” to all books. 
They 
console and bring peace and contentm ent, when all other agencies fail. 
Young people, brought up on books, usually turn out all right. 
They 
stam p som ething perm anent of influence in the mind and upon the very 
character. 
A man can surround himself with the greatest minds of the world in 
books. They can live before him. They can travel with him. 
They can 
advise him. They can bring him laughter. They can console him where 
no one seems to understand him. O. Henry told In one of his stories, how 
a little work girl depended upon her single volume of Grim m to bring her 
“com fort and hope.” “Every night,” he wrote, “she had taken fresh cour­ 
age and strength from G rim m .’’ In its rending she saw, with her m ind's 
eye her fairy prince. It made her forget her hunger and sordid circum ­ 
stances. 
If I were to build a town I would have established next to the food 
store, either a bookstore, or a library—preferably a library so th a t all 
m ight gain food for their minds from its shelves. 
One of the great blessings of this age is th a t anyone can read the 
best literature for but a few cents—or by going to a library and reading it 
at no cost. 
Lincoln walked miles to gain a single volume to read, and 
then he literally stam ped the words upon his brain. H ie Bible greatly in ­ 
fluenced his thought, as is evidenced by the m any phrases and words that 
glorify his greatest speeches. 
Shakespeare is a library to itself! 
T here is enough in B urton’s j HiilHonJ 
“Anatomy of M elancholy” to keep one thinking all one's life. R ecently a 
New York book publisher produced a beautiful volume of the Bible "to Ik: 
read as literature.” 
I can think of nothing more consoling th a n the 
Psalms of David, or the Sermon on the Mount. 
I always think I am taking home a friend when I take home a book. 
But a book m ust be selected quite a* carefully as a friend.

(Fun­ 
ny thing, but the English who are 
now leading the charge against sub­ 
marine “pirates" have one of their 
most important bases at Malta.) 
Getting down to the 19th century, 
the pirates of northern Africa were 
still at it when the United States af 
America 
appeared. 
Tile 
United 
States, like some respectable Euro­ 
pean powers, was paying tribute to 
Tripoli just to keep her tradesmen 
out of trouble. 
In 1810 the pasha wanted to hike 
the $83,000 suite and the United 
States objected 
(“Millions for de­ 
fense1, but not one cent for tribute.”) 
Objections led to an expeditionary 
force and—the loss of the U. S. 
frigate “Philadelphia.” 
A New Problem Now 
Stephen Decatur (“Our Country! 
May she alwnys be right, but our 
country, right or wrong”) made him­ 
self some 
fame 
by burning the 
••Philadelphia” as she lay captive, 
and returned to the scene with a 
man-sized fleet five years later. That 
time he made the pirates swear off 
American vessels for good.

Perfectly respectable African ports 
like Algiers, Tunis and Tripoli be­ 
came sinister strongholds where the 
trade in bloody gold and white 
women was brisk and profitable. 
Among the first and greatest free­ 
booters that this pirate trade de­ 
veloped "were the brothers Barba- 
rossa. Before long bad-acting elder 
brother Uruj fought himself into an 
unmarked 
grave. 
The 
younger, 
tougher—and smarter—brother went 
right on up. 
As he captured more and more 
women, ships and treasure and be­ 
came king of Algiers, ruler of Tunis 
and high admiral of the Grand Turk 
himself, most of the Christian na­ 
tions tried their hand at. wiping him 
out. 
The greatest ruler of them all, 
Charles V of the Holy Roman Em­ 
pire. spent the early part of the 16th 
century sending one expedition after 
another to catch Barbarossa.

The 1937 Football Rules 


New York <AP)—In case it has slipped your mind, they’ve 
changed the football rules again. 
At its 1937 meeting, the rules committee was anything but 
radical. But there are four things you fans must remember. 
1. Kickoff—only one will be allowed. If the ball is kicked out 
of bounds, it is to be put in play by opponents on their own 35-yard 
line, or IO yards in from the point where it crossed the sideline— 
whichever is more advantageous. 
2. Numbers—are required on both front and back of all players. 
3. Receivers—of forward passes get less protection. 
“It must 
be remembered that defensive players have as much right to the 
ball as the eligible opponents and bodily contact, however severe, 
between players who are making a bona fide’ attem pt to catch or 
bat the ball shall not be construed as interference.” 
4. A free ball—is kicked only with the foot. 
We knew this 
all the time, but the committee clarified the rule against kicking 
a ball by saying: “A free ball strikes a portion of a player’s body 
other than his foot. Tins is not to be considered as kicking.” And 
there will be no penalty—even if a player pushes the ball writh his 
nose for 40 yards.
